Properties describe the object. For example, the name and creation date describe what the 
object is used for and when it became active. Attributes are properties used to locate and 
organize objects. 


Classes define how an object can be used. Every object is either reusable or single-use. 


Single-use objects appear only as components of other objects. They operate only in the 
context in which they were created. You cannot copy single-use objects. 


A reusable object has a single definition and all calls to the object refer to that definition. If you 
change the definition of the object in one place, and then save the object, the change is 
reflected to all other calls to the object. 


Most objects created in Data Services are available for reuse. After you define and save a 
reusable object, Data Services stores the definition in the repository. You can then reuse the 
definition as necessary by creating calls to it. For example, a data flow within a project is a 
reusable object. 


Multiple jobs, such as a weekly load job and a daily load job, can call the same data flow. If this 
data flow is changed, both jobs call the new version of the data flow. 


You can edit reusable objects at any time independent of the current open project. For 
example, if you open a new project, you can open a data flow and edit it. However, the 
changes you make to the data flow are not stored until you save them. 


Relationships between Data Services Objects 
Jobs are composed of work flows and/or data flows: 


e A work flow is the incorporation of several data flows into a sequence. 


e A data flow process transforms source data into target data
